New York, Dec. 6—The real reason 
of the visit of Wm. Wateon, the Eng- 
lish poet, author of “The Woman 
With the Serpent’s Tongue,’ was re- 
vealed tonight by Mr. Watson when 
he said that he considered it one of 
his greatest missions in life to show 
t» the whole world that the British 
premier, his wife and his daughter, 
were traitors, not only to their friends 
and to the Liberal party, from which 
Asquith has received so many honors, 
but to their country as well. It was 
necessary for Mr. Watson to come 
to this country to make the announee- | 
inent that Mrs. and Miss Asquith were 
referred to in his poem because he 
was unable to get the facts before the 
British public in any English publi 
eation, Incidentally he was afraid of 
tHe British libel laws, 

“T am not worried,” said he, ‘he 
cause of all of this talk about the 
violation of the laws of hospitality. 
My object in causing all thie diseus- 
sion was to show the whole world that 
the Asquiths ought to be siforn of all 
their power, 

“Let me give you a short. history 
of the ease: “Herbert Asquith has 
never been true to the Liberal party. 
He has never been true to hie friends, 
either if he could gain an end by 
weachery when that end would not 
be obtained if he remained loyal. The 
same thing was true in his relation 
'O political associates, and worst of 
ail it was true in his relation to his 
country, 

“When Chamberlain entered on his 
mperialistic policy there were men of 

rominenece, among them the prin. 
cipal literary men of England, who 
knew that England was doing wrong, 
and that British interference in 
South African affairs was simply at 
the desire of Cecil Rhodes and solelp 
for his aggrandizement. True lov 
ers of old England knew this and did 
not} want to see the country enter.on 
a policy that would disgrace her in 
the eyes of civilization. It would have 
been impossible for Chamberlain to 
carry out his policy of war had it not 
been for a certain set of men, sup 
posedly staunch Liberals and mem- 
bers of a party opposed to a war, 
who saw in a conflicp advancement 
and preferment fer themselves The 
center of this group of men, traitors 
alike to the Liberal party and the 
country, was Herbert Asquith, 

Denounced This Policy. 

“With other men I denounced this 
policy and suffered loss of friends and 
fortune. Why, don’t you know that 
I had to suffer social ostracism for 
nearly two years Right here is where 
I have my fist against Mrs. Asquith 
and Violet Asquith, 

“Then, as if this wag not enough 
for Asquith and his family to do, as 
if their treacheny to their country 
was not enough, a long eystem of 
treachery to friends began. One of 
the greatest sufferers in this way was 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman,
